Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment would raise the following new Issues that would require new consideration: The 
instant invention is drawn to a method of identifying interactions between polypeptides in which the first polynucleotide comprises a 
polypeptide capable of interacting with the plasmalemma. Claims 1 , 9, 18 and 27 have been amended to recite that the first 
polynucleotide also comprises an inducible promoter and to recite that detecting Ras activity involves growth under inductive conditions 
and suppressive conditions wherein an interactive is indicated by Ras activity only under inductive conditions. These amendments change 
the scope of the claims and as such raises new issues requiring further consideration and a prior art search. Furthermore, the 
amendment that the indication of an interaction is the result of comparison of inducive and suppressive conditions raises issues of new 
matter. 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): If the claims were to be amended, applicants* reply would 
have overcome the claim objection of claim 9 and the rejection of use of the term separately under 112, first paragraph. Furthermore, the 
filing of the terminal disclaimer has overcome the obviousness double-patenting rejection.

Furthermore, it is unclear which activity of Ras can 
be considered to obviate Ras activity and which cannot. As the specification does not appear to have support for this limitation, the 
recitation that the cell lacks a Ras activity is impermissible new matter.
